"TRIESTE, Feb. 20.—Under the 

domination of the Allied Military 
Government, war industries are 
being sugsidized and are booming 
here. Millions of dollars are being 
pumped into the war industries 
through E.C.A. Shipyards, metal 
plants, steel mills, oil refineries all 


benefit by this pump priming. 

Not so the workers. Almost 10 
percent of the total population is 
unemployed, and the _ struggle 
against lay-offs expand. Wages of 
the employed workers are pitifully 


low, and the trade union movement 
is beginning to move toward a uni- 
fied struggle for increased wages. 
The initiative for this’ struggle is 
being taken by the left-led Sin- 
— dacati Unici. 

It is against this bcakground 

that 600 women tobacco workers i in 
the so-called “Free Territory” of 
_ Trieste are conducting a desperate 
_ struggle for payment for time lost 
when their plant shut down be- 
cause of mysterious poison fumes 
that caused mass vomiting and 
fainting. The women, a majority of 
whom are working mothers, are 
among the most poorly paid work- 
ers-in Trieste. The average 600 lire 
per day including overtime. (A 
~ jitre of milk costs’ 72 lire, a small 
egg 25 lire, a pair of kneehigh 
socks for a child cost 350 lire!) 
- Some 250 women tobacco work- 
ers recently braved icy Alpine 
gales, waving their banners and 
slogans in a demonstration before 
the ojces of General Whitelow of 
the Allied Military Government. A 
delegation of 10° of the workers, 
aléng with their union leaders, the 
Sindacati Unici, demanded 
General - Whitelow intercede on 
their behalf to secure pay ment for 
the time lost. 

Their boss, the eT Tabac- 
chi Italio (Italian Tobacco Co.) is 
a monopoly in its field ,because 
all its products are produced for 
the Italian Government. Cigarettes 
aresold only by the government. 

The Allied Military Government, 
and more especially the U. S. Eco- 
nomic “Coorporation” Administra- 
tion, has the determining voice in 
every important situation in this 
so-called “Free” territory.

HOW DO WE 16 defendants 
feel about our approaching trial 
under the Smith Act? People 
ask, and a simple answer will 
not suffice. 

First of all, we feel deeply 
indignant to be put through the 
ordeal of this trial at all. We 
identify ourselves completely 


with what the 11 leaders of the 
Communist Party, who were 
previously on trial, firmly pro- 
claimed—that the Smith Act is 
unconstitutional and that  po- 
litical ideas are not triable in a 
law court.. 

The _ thought- control pro- 
visions of this infamous law are 
identical with the Alien and 
Sedition Laws which the Amer- 


years ago—under ‘the leadership 
of Thomas Jefferson. 

We do not accept the Supreme 
Court’s decision as final, as 
molding a Foley Square pattern 
under which all are now to be 
judged. One of our trade union 
defendants said at a recent de- 
fendants’ meeting: “What do 
they think? All the paragraphs 
are already written, likesa reso- 
lution and we are just the ‘Be it 
resolved!’ part?” We resolutely 
oppose .such a concept. 

In “California, the Smith Act 
indictment was thrown out by 
Judge Mathias as “faulty,” and 
a new indictment was _ substi- 
tuted. Similar action was taken 
and Pittsburgh, 
while we here in New York re- 
main under the old indictment. 

But remember, too, that if all 
these indictments are now in- 
valid according to three Federal 
judges, so must the original in- 
dictment of the 11 here been 
invalid and faulty.. Such are the 
contradictions and intricacies of 
“the law,” that all the new in- 
dictments must now be patched 
up to fit the Supreme Court 
decision, which came long after 
the original indictment of the 
1}.

“Our Approaching Trial 


trialP We knew that the Su- 


preme Court did not do any- 


thing to remedy the disgraceful 
rigged jury system here in New 
York which was so effectively 
exposed in the previous trial of 
the 11 Communist leaders, They 
refused to consider it. 


Justice Black said in his dis- 
senting opinion: (1) “The recerd 
shows a discriminatory selection 
of the jury panel which pre- 
vented trial ‘before a representa- 
tive cross-section of the com- 
munity; (2) the record shows 


. that one member of the trial jury 
was violently hostile to .pétition- 


ers before and during the trial.” 
The system remains un- 


changed. The Grand Jury, which 


indicted us in a scant few min- 


utes on the morning of June 20, | 


after we were arrested, and the 
trial jury panel which confronts 
us next month, are both products 
of this system, 
ately excludes menial workers, 
Negroes, and residents of pro- 
gressive working class neighbor- 


hoods. 

This system purposefully se- 
lects the “well informed,” as 
defined by Judge Hand, who 
said: “It is entirely reasonable 
to assume that the leisure which 
comes with relative affluence is 
likely to result in a larger store 
ef general information than is 
possible for one to acquire who 
must work for his daily living.” 


Judge Hand admitted-that the 
‘clerks attempt to apply the 
standards of “intelligence, char- 
acter and general information” 
by what he approvingly terms 

“territorial discrimination.” So, 
Harlem, the East Side and the 
South Bronx are conspicuously 
absent from the: panels, while 
Westchester and _ prasperous 
Manhattan areas are preferred. 
And this is called a democratic 
procedure and a fair trial by 
jury of one’s peers. It is no 
more either than an all-white 
jury for a. Negro defendaht in 
Florida or Mississippi. .
